cticually conduce to the Honour and Safcty of 
F'neland, the Preſervation of the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion, and the Peace of £Errope. 

And We humbly Return Our further Thanks 
to Your Majeſty, tor the Letter Communicated to 
this Houle the Seventeenth of February Inſtant :; 
and having taken it into Our immediate Confide- 
ration, We humbly defire of Your Majeſty to 
Ilſne the neceſlary Orders for Seizing the Horſes 
and Arms of the Papiſts and other Diſaftected 
Perſons, and for Putting the Laws in Execution 
for Removing them from Loon; and that You 
will be pleaſed to give DireCtions tor a Search to 
be made aiter Arms and other Proviſions of W ar, 
which in thatLetter are ſaid to be in Readinels. 

In the mean time humbly Addreſſing to Your 
Majeſty, That Order may be given for the Speedy 
Fitting out of ſuch a Fleet, as Your Majeſty in 
Your great Wiſdom may think Neceſſary in this 
preſent Conjuntture for the Detence of Your Ma- 
jeſty and the Kingdom.
